Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 2

SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE. 3

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘Interior and Environ-4

ment, Agriculture and Rural Development, Commerce, 5

Justice, Science, Financial Services and General Govern-6

ment, Homeland Security, Labor, Health and Human 7
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Services, Education, State and Foreign Operations, 1

Transportation, Housing and Urban Development, De-2

fense, Military Construction and Veterans Affairs, Legis-3

lative Branch, and Energy and Water Development Ap-4

propriations Act, 2018’’. 5

SEC. 2. ADDITIONAL REFERENCE. 6

This Act may also be referred to as the ‘‘Make Amer-7

ica Secure and Prosperous Appropriations Act, 2018’’. 8

DIVISION A—DEPARTMENT OF THE INTE-9

RIOR, ENVIRONMENT, AND RELATED 10

AGENCIES APPROPRIATIONS ACT, 2018 11

The following sums are appropriated, out of any 12

money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the 13

of the Bureau of Land Management, including the general 2

administration of the Bureau, and assessment of mineral 3

potential of public lands pursuant to section 1010(a) of 4

Public Law 96–487 (16 U.S.C. 3150(a)), $1,074,503,000 5

(increased by $316,000), to remain available until ex-6

pended, including all such amounts as are collected from 7

permit processing fees, as authorized but made subject to 8

future appropriation by section 35(d)(3)(A)(i) of the Min-9

eral Leasing Act (30 U.S.C. 191), except that amounts 10

from permit processing fees may be used for any bureau- 11

related expenses associated with the processing of oil and 12

gas applications for permits to drill and related use of au-13

thorizations. 14

In addition, $39,696,000 is for Mining Law Adminis-15

tration program operations, including the cost of admin-16

istering the mining claim fee program, to remain available 17

until expended, to be reduced by amounts collected by the 18

Bureau and credited to this appropriation from mining 19

claim maintenance fees and location fees that are hereby 20

authorized for fiscal year 2018, so as to result in a final 21

appropriation estimated at not more than $1,074,503,000, 22

and $2,000,000, to remain available until expended, from 23

communication site rental fees established by the Bureau 24

for the cost of administering communication site activities. 25
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LAND ACQUISITION 1

(INCLUDING RESCISSION OF FUNDS) 2

For expenses necessary to carry out sections 205, 3

206, and 318(d) of Public Law 94–579, including admin-4

istrative expenses and acquisition of lands or waters, or 5

interests therein, $12,800,000, to be derived from the 6

Land and Water Conservation Fund and to remain avail-7

able until expended. 8

Of the unobligated balances available for this account 9

from prior appropriations, $1,769,000 are permanently re-10

scinded. 11

OREGON AND CALIFORNIA GRANT LANDS 12

For expenses necessary for management, protection, 13

and development of resources and for construction, oper-14

ation, and maintenance of access roads, reforestation, and 15

other improvements on the revested Oregon and California 16

Railroad grant lands, on other Federal lands in the Or-17

egon and California land-grant counties of Oregon, and 18

on adjacent rights-of-way; and acquisition of lands or in-19

terests therein, including existing connecting roads on or 20

adjacent to such grant lands; $104,256,000, to remain 21

available until expended: Provided, That 25 percent of the 22

aggregate of all receipts during the current fiscal year 23

from the revested Oregon and California Railroad grant 24

lands is hereby made a charge against the Oregon and 25
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California land-grant fund and shall be transferred to the 1

General Fund in the Treasury in accordance with the sec-2

ond paragraph of subsection (b) of title II of the Act of 3

August 28, 1937 (43 U.S.C. 2605). 4

RANGE IMPROVEMENTS 5

For rehabilitation, protection, and acquisition of 6

lands and interests therein, and improvement of Federal 7

rangelands pursuant to section 401 of the Federal Land 8

Policy and Management Act of 1976 (43 U.S.C. 1751), 9

notwithstanding any other Act, sums equal to 50 percent 10

of all moneys received during the prior fiscal year under 11

sections 3 and 15 of the Taylor Grazing Act (43 U.S.C. 12

315b, 315m) and the amount designated for range im-13

provements from grazing fees and mineral leasing receipts 14

from Bankhead-Jones lands transferred to the Depart-15

ment of the Interior pursuant to law, but not less than 16

$10,000,000, to remain available until expended: Pro-17

vided, That not to exceed $600,000 shall be available for 18

administrative expenses. 19

SERVICE CHARGES, DEPOSITS, AND FORFEITURES 20

For administrative expenses and other costs related 21

to processing application documents and other authoriza-22

tions for use and disposal of public lands and resources, 23

for costs of providing copies of official public land docu-24

ments, for monitoring construction, operation, and termi-25
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nation of facilities in conjunction with use authorizations, 1

and for rehabilitation of damaged property, such amounts 2

as may be collected under Public Law 94–579 (43 U.S.C. 3

1701 et seq.), and under section 28 of the Mineral Leasing 4

Act (30 U.S.C. 185), to remain available until expended: 5

Provided, That notwithstanding any provision to the con-6

trary of section 305(a) of Public Law 94–579 (43 U.S.C. 7

1735(a)), any moneys that have been or will be received 8

pursuant to that section, whether as a result of forfeiture, 9

compromise, or settlement, if not appropriate for refund 10

pursuant to section 305(c) of that Act (43 U.S.C. 11

1735(c)), shall be available and may be expended under 12

the authority of this Act by the Secretary to improve, pro-13

tect, or rehabilitate any public lands administered through 14

the Bureau of Land Management which have been dam-15

aged by the action of a resource developer, purchaser, per-16

mittee, or any unauthorized person, without regard to 17

whether all moneys collected from each such action are 18

used on the exact lands damaged which led to the action: 19

Provided further, That any such moneys that are in excess 20

of amounts needed to repair damage to the exact land for 21

which funds were collected may be used to repair other 22

damaged public lands. 23

MISCELLANEOUS TRUST FUNDS 1

In addition to amounts authorized to be expended 2

under existing laws, there is hereby appropriated such 3

amounts as may be contributed under section 307 of Pub-4

lic Law 94–579 (43 U.S.C. 1737), and such amounts as 5

may be advanced for administrative costs, surveys, ap-6

praisals, and costs of making conveyances of omitted lands 7

under section 211(b) of that Act (43 U.S.C. 1721(b)), to 8

remain available until expended. 9

ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS 10

The Bureau of Land Management may carry out the 11

operations funded under this Act by direct expenditure, 12

contracts, grants, cooperative agreements and reimburs-13

able agreements with public and private entities, including 14

with States. Appropriations for the Bureau shall be avail-15

able for purchase, erection, and dismantlement of tem-16

porary structures, and alteration and maintenance of nec-17

essary buildings and appurtenant facilities to which the 18

United States has title; up to $100,000 for payments, at 19

the discretion of the Secretary, for information or evidence 20

concerning violations of laws administered by the Bureau; 21

miscellaneous and emergency expenses of enforcement ac-22

tivities authorized or approved by the Secretary and to be 23

accounted for solely on the Secretary’s certificate, not to 24

exceed $10,000: Provided, That notwithstanding Public 25
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Law 90–620 (44 U.S.C. 501), the Bureau may, under co-1

operative cost-sharing and partnership arrangements au-2

thorized by law, procure printing services from cooperators 3

in connection with jointly produced publications for which 4

the cooperators share the cost of printing either in cash 5

or in services, and the Bureau determines the cooperator 6

is capable of meeting accepted quality standards: Provided 7

further, That projects to be funded pursuant to a written 8

commitment by a State government to provide an identi-9

fied amount of money in support of the project may be 10

carried out by the Bureau on a reimbursable basis. Appro-11

priations herein made shall not be available for the sale 12

of wild horses and burros that results in their destruction 13

for processing into commercial products, including for 14

human consumption. 15

UNITED STATES FISH AND WILDLIFE SERVICE 16

RESOURCE MANAGEMENT 17

For necessary expenses of the United States Fish and 18

Wildlife Service, as authorized by law, and for scientific 19

and economic studies, general administration, and for the 20

performance of other authorized functions related to such 21

resources, $1,247,109,000 (reduced by $500,000) (in-22

creased by $500,000) (reduced by $1,200,000) to remain 23

available until September 30, 2019: Provided, That not 24

to exceed $17,122,000 shall be used for implementing sub-25
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sections (a), (b), (c), and (e) of section 4 of the Endan-1

gered Species Act of 1973 (16 U.S.C. 1533) (except for 2

processing petitions, developing and issuing proposed and 3

final regulations, and taking any other steps to implement 4

actions described in subsection (c)(2)(A), (c)(2)(B)(i), or 5

(c)(2)(B)(ii)); of which not to exceed $3,270,000 shall be 6

used for any activity regarding the designation of critical 7

habitat, pursuant to subsection (a)(3), excluding litigation 8

support, for species listed pursuant to subsection (a)(1) 9

prior to October 1, 2015; of which not to exceed 10

$1,498,000 shall be used for any activity regarding peti-11

tions to list species that are indigenous to the United 12

States pursuant to subsections (b)(3)(A) and (b)(3)(B); 13

and, of which not to exceed $501,000 shall be used for 14

implementing subsections (a), (b), (c), and (e) of section 15

4 of the Endangered Species Act of 1973 (16 U.S.C. 16

1533) for species that are not indigenous to the United 17

States. 18

CONSTRUCTION 19

For construction, improvement, acquisition, or re-20

moval of buildings and other facilities required in the con-21

servation, management, investigation, protection, and uti-22

lization of fish and wildlife resources, and the acquisition 23

of lands and interests therein; $16,540,000, to remain 24

available until expended. 25
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LAND ACQUISITION 1

(INCLUDING RESCISSION OF FUNDS) 2

For expenses necessary to carry out chapter 2003 of 3

title 54, United States Code, including administrative ex-4

penses, and for acquisition of land or waters, or interest 5

therein, in accordance with statutory authority applicable 6

to the United States Fish and Wildlife Service, 7

$40,641,000, to be derived from the Land and Water Con-8

servation Fund and to remain available until expended, 9

of which, notwithstanding section 200306 of title 54, 10

United States Code, not more than $10,000,000 shall be 11

for land conservation partnerships authorized by the 12

Highlands Conservation Act of 2004, including not to ex-13

ceed $320,000 for administrative expenses: Provided, That 14

none of the funds appropriated for specific land acquisi-15

tion projects may be used to pay for any administrative 16

overhead, planning or other management costs. 17

Of the unobligated balances available for this account 18

from prior appropriations, $4,572,000 are permanently re-19

scinded. 20

COOPERATIVE ENDANGERED SPECIES CONSERVATION 21

FUND 22

For expenses necessary to carry out section 6 of the 23

Endangered Species Act of 1973 (16 U.S.C. 1535), 24

$53,495,000, to remain available until expended, of which 25
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$22,695,000 is to be derived from the Cooperative Endan-1

gered Species Conservation Fund; and of which 2

$30,800,000 is to be derived from the Land and Water 3

Conservation Fund. 4

Of the unobligated balances available for this account 5

from appropriations made for fiscal years prior to fiscal 6

year 2013, $3,000,000 are permanently rescinded. 7

NATIONAL WILDLIFE REFUGE FUND 8

For expenses necessary to implement the Act of Octo-9

ber 17, 1978 (16 U.S.C. 715s), $13,228,000. 10

NORTH AMERICAN WETLANDS CONSERVATION FUND 11

For expenses necessary to carry out the provisions 12

of the North American Wetlands Conservation Act (16 13

U.S.C. 4401 et seq.), $38,145,000, to remain available 14

until expended. 15

NEOTROPICAL MIGRATORY BIRD CONSERVATION 16

For expenses necessary to carry out the Neotropical 17

Migratory Bird Conservation Act (16 U.S.C. 6101 et 18

seq.), $3,900,000, to remain available until expended. 19

MULTINATIONAL SPECIES CONSERVATION FUND 20

For expenses necessary to carry out the African Ele-21

phant Conservation Act (16 U.S.C. 4201 et seq.), the 22

Asian Elephant Conservation Act of 1997 (16 U.S.C. 23

4261 et seq.), the Rhinoceros and Tiger Conservation Act 24

of 1994 (16 U.S.C. 5301 et seq.), the Great Ape Con-25
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servation Act of 2000 (16 U.S.C. 6301 et seq.), and the 1

Marine Turtle Conservation Act of 2004 (16 U.S.C. 6601 2

et seq.), $11,061,000, to remain available until expended. 3

STATE AND TRIBAL WILDLIFE GRANTS 4

For wildlife conservation grants to States and to the 5

District of Columbia, Puerto Rico, Guam, the United 6

States Virgin Islands, the Northern Mariana Islands, 7

American Samoa, and Indian tribes under the provisions 8

of the Fish and Wildlife Act of 1956 and the Fish and 9

Wildlife Coordination Act, for the development and imple-10

mentation of programs for the benefit of wildlife and their 11

habitat, including species that are not hunted or fished, 12

$62,571,000, to remain available until expended: Pro-13

vided, That of the amount provided herein, $4,209,000 is 14

for a competitive grant program for Indian tribes not sub-15

ject to the remaining provisions of this appropriation: Pro-16

vided further, That $6,362,000 is for a competitive grant 17

program to implement approved plans for States, terri-18

tories, and other jurisdictions and at the discretion of af-19

fected States, the regional Associations of fish and wildlife 20

agencies, not subject to the remaining provisions of this 21

appropriation: Provided further, That the Secretary shall, 22

after deducting $10,571,000 and administrative expenses, 23

apportion the amount provided herein in the following 24

manner: (1) to the District of Columbia and to the Com-25
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monwealth of Puerto Rico, each a sum equal to not more 1

than one-half of 1 percent thereof; and (2) to Guam, 2

American Samoa, the United States Virgin Islands, and 3

the Commonwealth of the Northern Mariana Islands, each 4

a sum equal to not more than one-fourth of 1 percent 5

thereof: Provided further, That the Secretary shall appor-6

tion the remaining amount in the following manner: (1) 7

one-third of which is based on the ratio to which the land 8

area of such State bears to the total land area of all such 9

States; and (2) two-thirds of which is based on the ratio 10

to which the population of such State bears to the total 11

population of all such States: Provided further, That the 12

amounts apportioned under this paragraph shall be ad-13

justed equitably so that no State shall be apportioned a 14

sum which is less than 1 percent of the amount available 15

for apportionment under this paragraph for any fiscal year 16

or more than 5 percent of such amount: Provided further, 17

That the Federal share of planning grants shall not exceed 18

75 percent of the total costs of such projects and the Fed-19

eral share of implementation grants shall not exceed 65 20

percent of the total costs of such projects: Provided fur-21

ther, That the non-Federal share of such projects may not 22

be derived from Federal grant programs: Provided further, 23

That any amount apportioned in 2018 to any State, terri-24

tory, or other jurisdiction that remains unobligated as of 25
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September 30, 2019, shall be reapportioned, together with 1

funds appropriated in 2020, in the manner provided here-2

in. 3

ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS 4

The United States Fish and Wildlife Service may 5

carry out the operations of Service programs by direct ex-6

penditure, contracts, grants, cooperative agreements and 7

reimbursable agreements with public and private entities. 8

Appropriations and funds available to the United States 9

Fish and Wildlife Service shall be available for repair of 10

damage to public roads within and adjacent to reservation 11

areas caused by operations of the Service; options for the 12

purchase of land at not to exceed $1 for each option; facili-13

ties incident to such public recreational uses on conserva-14

tion areas as are consistent with their primary purpose; 15

and the maintenance and improvement of aquaria, build-16

ings, and other facilities under the jurisdiction of the Serv-17

ice and to which the United States has title, and which 18

are used pursuant to law in connection with management, 19

and investigation of fish and wildlife resources: Provided, 20

That notwithstanding 44 U.S.C. 501, the Service may, 21

under cooperative cost sharing and partnership arrange-22

ments authorized by law, procure printing services from 23

cooperators in connection with jointly produced publica-24

tions for which the cooperators share at least one-half the 25
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cost of printing either in cash or services and the Service 1

determines the cooperator is capable of meeting accepted 2

quality standards: Provided further, That the Service may 3

accept donated aircraft as replacements for existing air-4

craft: Provided further, That notwithstanding 31 U.S.C. 5

3302, all fees collected for non-toxic shot review and ap-6

proval shall be deposited under the heading ‘‘United 7

States Fish and Wildlife Service—Resource Management’’ 8

and shall be available to the Secretary, without further 9

appropriation, to be used for expenses of processing of 10

such non-toxic shot type or coating applications and revis-11

ing regulations as necessary, and shall remain available 12

until expended. 13

NATIONAL PARK SERVICE 14

OPERATION OF THE NATIONAL PARK SYSTEM 15

For expenses necessary for the management, oper-16

ation, and maintenance of areas and facilities adminis-17

tered by the National Park Service and for the general 18

administration of the National Park Service, 19

$2,410,031,000 (reduced by $300,000) (increased by 20

$300,000) (increased by $2,000,000) (increased by 21

$9,692,000), of which $10,032,000 for planning and 22

interagency coordination in support of Everglades restora-23

tion and $124,461,000 (increased by $9,692,000) for 24

maintenance, repair, or rehabilitation projects for con-25
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structed assets shall remain available until September 30, 1

2019: Provided, That funds appropriated under this head-2

ing in this Act are available for the purposes of section 3

5 of Public Law 95–348. 4

NATIONAL RECREATION AND PRESERVATION 5

For expenses necessary to carry out recreation pro-6

grams, natural programs, cultural programs, heritage 7

partnership programs, environmental compliance and re-8

view, international park affairs, and grant administration, 9

not otherwise provided for, $59,629,000. 10

HISTORIC PRESERVATION FUND 11

For expenses necessary in carrying out the National 12

Historic Preservation Act (division A of subtitle III of title 13

54, United States Code), $75,410,000 (increased by 14

$2,000,000) (increased by $5,500,000), to be derived from 15

the Historic Preservation Fund and to remain available 16

until September 30, 2019, of which $5,000,000 shall be 17

for Save America’s Treasures grants for preservation of 18

national significant sites, structures, and artifacts as au-19

thorized by section 7303 of the Omnibus Public Land 20

Management Act of 2009 (54 U.S.C. 3089): Provided, 21

That an individual Save America’s Treasures grant shall 22

be matched by non-Federal funds: Provided further, That 23

individual projects shall only be eligible for one grant: Pro-24

vided further, That all projects to be funded shall be ap-25
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proved by the Secretary of the Interior in consultation 1

with the House and Senate Committees on Appropria-2

tions: Provided further, That of the funds provided for the 3

Historic Preservation Fund, $500,000 is for competitive 4

grants for the survey and nomination of properties to the 5

National Register of Historic Places and as National His-6

toric Landmarks associated with communities currently 7

underrepresented, as determined by the Secretary, 8

$10,500,000 is for competitive grants to preserve the sites 9

and stories of the Civil Rights movement, and $3,000,000 10

(increased by $2,000,000) is for grants to Historically 11

Black Colleges and Universities: Provided further, That 12

such competitive grants shall be made without imposing 13

the matching requirements in section 302902(b)(3) of title 14

54, United States Code to States and Indian tribes as de-15

fined in chapter 3003 of such title, Native Hawaiian orga-16

nizations, local governments, including Certified Local 17

Governments, and nonprofit organizations. 18

CONSTRUCTION 19

For construction, improvements, repair, or replace-20

ment of physical facilities, and compliance and planning 21

for programs and areas administered by the National 22

Park Service, $219,844,000, to remain available until ex-23

pended: Provided, That notwithstanding any other provi-24

sion of law, for any project initially funded in fiscal year 25
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2018 with a future phase indicated in the National Park 1

Service 5-Year Line Item Construction Plan, a single pro-2

curement may be issued which includes the full scope of 3

the project: Provided further, That the solicitation and 4

contract shall contain the clause availability of funds 5

found at 48 CFR 52.232–18: Provided further, That Na-6

tional Park Service Donations, Park Concessions Fran-7

chise Fees, and Recreation Fees may be made available 8

for the cost of adjustments and changes within the origi-9

nal scope of effort for projects funded by the National 10

Park Service Construction appropriation: Provided further, 11

That the Secretary of the Interior shall consult with the 12

Committees on Appropriations, in accordance with current 13

reprogramming thresholds, prior to making any charges 14

authorized by this section. 15

LAND AND WATER CONSERVATION FUND 16

(RESCISSION) 17

The contract authority provided for fiscal year 2018 18

by section 200308 of title 54, United States Code, is re-19

scinded. 20

LAND ACQUISITION AND STATE ASSISTANCE 21

(INCLUDING RESCISSION OF FUNDS) 22

For expenses necessary to carry out chapter 2003 of 23

title 54, United States Code, including administrative ex-24

penses, and for acquisition of lands or waters, or interest 25
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therein, in accordance with the statutory authority appli-1

cable to the National Park Service, $120,575,000, to be 2

derived from the Land and Water Conservation Fund and 3

to remain available until expended, of which $79,006,000 4

is for the State assistance program and of which 5

$10,000,000 shall be for the American Battlefield Protec-6

tion Program grants as authorized by chapter 3081 of title 7

54, United States Code. 8

Of the unobligated balances available for this account 9

from prior appropriations, $4,500,000 are permanently re-10

scinded. 11

CENTENNIAL CHALLENGE 12

For expenses necessary to carry out the provisions 13

of section 101701 of title 54, United States Code, relating 14

to challenge cost share agreements, $15,000,000, to re-15

main available until expended, for Centennial Challenge 16

projects and programs: Provided, That not less than 50 17

percent of the total cost of each project or program shall 18

be derived from non-Federal sources in the form of do-19

nated cash, assets, or a pledge of donation guaranteed by 20

an irrevocable letter of credit. 21

ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS 22

(INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS) 23

In addition to other uses set forth in section 24

101917(c)(2) of title 54, United States Code, franchise 25
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fees credited to a sub-account shall be available for ex-1

penditure by the Secretary, without further appropriation, 2

for use at any unit within the National Park System to 3

extinguish or reduce liability for Possessory Interest or 4

leasehold surrender interest. Such funds may only be used 5

for this purpose to the extent that the benefitting unit an-6

ticipated franchise fee receipts over the term of the con-7

tract at that unit exceed the amount of funds used to ex-8

tinguish or reduce liability. Franchise fees at the benefit-9

ting unit shall be credited to the sub-account of the origi-10

nating unit over a period not to exceed the term of a single 11

contract at the benefitting unit, in the amount of funds 12

so expended to extinguish or reduce liability. 13

For the costs of administration of the Land and 14

Water Conservation Fund grants authorized by section 15

105(a)(2)(B) of the Gulf of Mexico Energy Security Act 16

of 2006 (Public Law 109–432), the National Park Service 17

may retain up to 3 percent of the amounts which are au-18

thorized to be disbursed under such section, such retained 19

amounts to remain available until expended. 20

National Park Service funds may be transferred to 21

the Federal Highway Administration (FHWA), Depart-22

ment of Transportation, for purposes authorized under 23

section 204 of title 23, United States Code. Transfers may 24
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include a reasonable amount for FHWA administrative 1

support costs. 2

UNITED STATES GEOLOGICAL SURVEY 3

SURVEYS, INVESTIGATIONS, AND RESEARCH 4

els of emotional response or psychological stress in 12

some participants; 13

(3) does not require prior employee notification 14

of the content and methods to be used in the train-15

ing and written end of course evaluation; 16

(4) contains any methods or content associated 17

with religious or quasi-religious belief systems or 18

‘‘new age’’ belief systems as defined in Equal Em-19

ployment Opportunity Commission Notice N– 20

915.022, dated September 2, 1988; or 21

(5) is offensive to, or designed to change, par-22

ticipants’ personal values or lifestyle outside the 23

workplace. 24

No funds available for obligation or ex-13

penditure by the District of Columbia government under 14

any authority shall be expended for any abortion except 15

where the life of the mother would be endangered if the 16

fetus were carried to term or where the pregnancy is the 17

result of an act of rape or incest. 18

SEC. 811. (a) No later than 30 calendar days after 19

the date of the enactment of this Act, the Chief Financial 20

Officer for the District of Columbia shall submit to the 21

duction in personnel that would result in a change 17

in funding levels for programs, projects, or activities 18

as approved by the Congress. 19

(b) Subsection (a) shall not apply if the Committees 20

on Appropriations of the Senate and the House of Rep-21

resentatives are notified at least 15 days in advance of 22

such reprogramming.

None of the funds made available by this 6

Act to carry out the Library Services and Technology Act 7

may be made available to any library covered by para-8

graph (1) of section 224(f) of such Act, as amended by 9

the Children’s Internet Protection Act, unless such library 10

has made the certifications required by paragraph (4) of 11

such section. 12

SEC. 514. (a) None of the funds provided under this 13

Act, or provided under previous appropriations Acts to the 14

agencies funded by this Act that remain available for obli-15

gation or expenditure in fiscal year 2018, or provided from 16

any accounts in the Treasury of the United States derived 17

by the collection of fees available to the agencies funded 18

by this Act, shall be available for obligation or expenditure 19

through a reprogramming of funds that— 20

(1) creates new programs; 21

(2) eliminates a program, project, or activity; 22

(3) increases funds or personnel by any means 23

for any project or activity for which funds have been 24

denied or restricted; 25
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(4) relocates an office or employees; 1

(5) reorganizes or renames offices; 2

the collection of fees available to the agencies funded by 17

this Act, shall be available for obligation or expenditure 18

through a reprogramming of funds in excess of $500,000 19

or 10 percent, whichever is less, that— 20

(1) augments existing programs, projects (in-21

cluding construction projects), or activities; 22

(2) reduces by 10 percent funding for any exist-23

of such reprogramming. 10

SEC. 515. (a) None of the funds made available in 11

this Act may be used to request that a candidate for ap-12

pointment to a Federal scientific advisory committee dis-13

close the political affiliation or voting history of the can-14

didate or the position that the candidate holds with re-15

spect to political issues not directly related to and nec-16

essary for the work of the committee involved. 17

(b) None of the funds made available in this Act may 18

be used to disseminate information that is deliberately 19

false or misleading. 20

SEC. 516. Within 45 days of enactment of this Act, 21

each department and related agency funded through this 22

Act shall submit an operating plan that details at the pro-23

gram, project, and activity level any funding allocations 24

for fiscal year 2018 that are different than those specified 25
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in this Act, the accompanying detailed table in the com-1

mittee report accompanying this Act, or the fiscal year 2

2018 budget request. 3

SEC. 517. The Secretaries of Labor, Health and 4

Human Services, and Education shall each prepare and 5

submit to the Committees on Appropriations of the House 6

of Representatives and the Senate a report on the number 7

and amount of contracts, grants, and cooperative agree-8

ments exceeding $500,000 in value and awarded by the 9

Department on a non-competitive basis during each quar-10

ter of fiscal year 2018, but not to include grants awarded 11

on a formula basis or directed by law.

SEC. 519. None of the funds appropriated by this Act 4

may be used by the Commissioner of Social Security or 5

the Social Security Administration to pay the compensa-6

tion of employees of the Social Security Administration 7

to administer Social Security benefit payments, under any 8

agreement between the United States and Mexico estab-9

lishing totalization arrangements between the social secu-10

rity system established by title II of the Social Security 11

Act and the social security system of Mexico, which would 12

not otherwise be payable but for such agreement. 13

SEC. 520. Notwithstanding any other provision of 14

this Act, no funds appropriated in this Act shall be used 15

enforcement agency or any other entity carrying out crimi-9

nal investigations, prosecution, or adjudication activities. 10

SEC. 522. None of the funds made available under 11

this or any other Act, or any prior Appropriations Act, 12

may be provided to the Association of Community Organi-13

zations for Reform Now (ACORN), or any of its affiliates, 14

subsidiaries, allied organizations, or successors. 15

SEC. 523. For purposes of carrying out Executive 16

Order No. 13589, Office of Management and Budget 17

Memorandum M–12–12 dated May 11, 2012, and require-18

ments contained in the annual appropriations bills relating 19

to conference attendance and expenditures: 20

(1) the operating divisions of HHS shall be con-21

sidered independent agencies; and 22

(2) attendance at and support for scientific con-23

ferences shall be tabulated separately from and not 24

included in agency totals. 25
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SEC. 524. Federal agencies funded under this Act 1

shall clearly state within the text, audio, or video used for 2

advertising or educational purposes, including emails or 3

Internet postings, that the communication is printed, pub-4

lished, or produced and disseminated at U.S. taxpayer ex-5

pense. The funds used by a Federal agency to carry out 6

this requirement shall be derived from amounts made 7

available to the agency for advertising or other commu-8

nications regarding the programs and activities of the 9

agency. 10

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in this Act may be used to implement, administer, enforce, 1

or further the rate setting process for calendar year 2018 2

and fiscal year 2019 for Medicare under title XVIII of 3

the Social Security Act: Provided further, That funds in 4

this Act may be used to implement, administer, enforce, 5

or further the final rules for the provisions of (and amend-6

ments made by) sections 2501(c), 2501(d), and 2503 of 7

Public Law 111–148, as amended by sections 1206(a) and 8

1101(c) of Public Law 111–152, insofar as each respective 9

rule relates to calendar year 2018. 10

SEC. 528. None of the funds made available by this 11

Act may be used to conduct or support research using 12

human fetal tissue if such tissue is obtained pursuant to 13

an induced abortion. 14

SEC. 529 (a) IN GENERAL.—Notwithstanding any 15

other provision of law, none of the funds made available 16

by this Act may be made available either directly, through 17

a State (including through managed care contracts with 18

a State), or through any other means, to a prohibited enti-19

ty. 20

(b) PROHIBITED ENTITY.—The term ‘‘prohibited en-21

tity’’ means an entity, including its affiliates, subsidiaries, 22

successors, and clinics— 23

(1) that, as of the date of enactment of this 24

Act— 25
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(A) is an organization described in section 1

501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 2

and exempt from taxation under section 501(a) 3

of such Code; 4

(B) is an essential community provider de-5

scribed in section 156.235 of title 45, Code of 6

Federal Regulations (as in effect on the date of 7

enactment of this Act), that is primarily en-8

gaged in family planning services, reproductive 9

health, and related medical care; and 10

(C) performs, or provides any funds to any 11

other entity that performs abortions, other than 12

an abortion performed— 13

(i) in the case of a pregnancy that is 14

the result of an act of rape or incest; or 15

(ii) in the case where a woman suffers 16

from a physical disorder, physical injury, 17

or physical illness that would, as certified 18

by a physician, place the woman in danger 19

of death unless an abortion is performed, 20

including a life endangering physical condi-21

tion caused by, or arising from, the preg-22

nancy itself; and 23

(2) for which the total amount of Federal 24

grants to such entity, including grants to any affili-25
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ates, subsidiaries, or clinics of such entity, under 1

title X of the Public Health Service Act in fiscal 2

year 2016 exceeded $23,000,000. 3

(c)(1) END OF PROHIBITION.—The definition in sub-4

section (b) shall cease to apply to an entity if such entity 5

certifies that it, including its affiliates, subsidiaries, suc-6

cessors, and clinics, will not perform, and will not provide 7

any funds to any other entity that performs, an abortion 8

as described in subsection (b)(1)(C). 9

(2) REPAYMENT.—The Secretary of Health and 10

Human Services shall seek repayment of any Federal as-11

sistance received by any entity that had made a certifi-12

cation described in paragraph (1) and subsequently vio-13

lated the terms of such certification. 14

SEC. 530. Of the unobligated balances in the ‘‘Non-16

recurring expenses fund’’ established in section 223 of di-17

vision G of Public Law 110–161 $560,000,000 is re-18

scinded.

SEC. 531. Of the funds made available for fiscal year 21

2018 under section 3403 of Public Law 111–148, 22

$15,000,000 are rescinded. 23

SEC. 532. Amounts deposited in the Child Enroll-24

ment Contingency Fund prior to the beginning of fiscal 25
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year 2018 under section 2104(n)(2) of the Social Security 1

Act and the income derived from investment of those 2

funds pursuant to section 2104(n)(2)(C) of that Act, shall 3

not be available for obligation in this fiscal year. 4

(RESCISSION) 5

SEC. 533. Of the unobligated balances of amounts ap-6

propriated under section 1101(g) of Public Law 111–148 7

(42 U.S.C. 18001(g)), $323,000,000 is rescinded. 8

(RESCISSION) 9

SEC. 534. Of the funds made available for purposes 10

of carrying out section 2105(a)(3) of the Social Security 11

Act, $88,613,000 are hereby rescinded. 12

(RESCISSION) 13

SEC. 535. Of any available amounts appropriated 14

under section 301(b)(3) of Public Law 114–10, 15

$3,945,905,000 are hereby rescinded. 16

SEC. 536. (a) This section may be cited as the ‘‘Con-17

science Protection Act of 2017’’. 18

(b) Congress finds as follows: 19

(1) Thomas Jefferson stated a conviction com-20

mon to our Nation’s founders when he declared in 21

1809 that ‘‘[n]o provision in our Constitution ought 22

to be dearer to man than that which protects the 23

rights of conscience against the enterprises of the 24

civil authority’’. 25
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(2) In 1973, the Supreme Court concluded that 1

the government must leave the abortion decision ‘‘to 2

the medical judgment of the pregnant woman’s at-3

tending physician’’, recognizing that a physician may 4

choose not to participate in abortion. Roe v. Wade, 5

410 U.S. 113, 164 (1973). The Court cited with ap-6

proval a policy that ‘‘neither physician, hospital, nor 7

hospital personnel shall be required to perform any 8

act violative of personally-held moral principles’’, 9

410 U.S. at 143 n. 38, and cited State laws uphold-10

ing this principle. Doe v. Bolton, 410 U.S. 179, 11

197–8 (1973). 12

(3) Congress’s enactments to protect this right 13

of conscience in health care include the Church 14

amendment of 1973 (42 U.S.C. 300a–7), the Coats/ 15

Snowe amendment of 1996 (42 U.S.C. 238n), and 16

the Weldon amendment approved by Congresses and 17

Presidents of both parties every year since 2004. 18

(4) None of these laws explicitly provides a 19

‘‘private right of action’’ so victims of discrimination 20

can defend their conscience rights in court, and ad-21

ministrative enforcement by the Department of 22

Health and Human Services Office for Civil Rights 23

has been lax, at times allowing cases to languish for 24

years without resolution. 25
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(5) Defying the Federal Weldon amendment, 1

California’s Department of Managed Health Care 2

has mandated coverage for all elective abortions in 3

all health plans under its jurisdiction. Other States 4

such as New York and Washington have taken or 5

considered similar action, and some States may go 6

farther to require all physicians and hospitals to pro-7

vide or facilitate abortions. On June 21, 2016, the 8

Obama Administration concluded a nearly two-year 9

investigation of this matter by determining that 10

California’s decision to require insurance plans 11

under the California Department for Managed 12

Health Care authority to cover all legal abortion 13

services did not violate the Weldon amendment. 14

Until the new Administration is able to reverse this 15

finding, individuals will have to choose between ig-16

noring their conscience or forgoing health care cov-17

erage. 18

(6) The vast majority of medical professionals 19

do not perform abortions, with 86 percent of ob/gyns 20

unwilling to provide them in a recent study (Obstet-21

rics & Gynecology, Sept. 2011) and the great major-22

ity of hospitals choosing to do so in rare cases or not 23

at all. 24
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(7) A health care provider’s decision not to par-1

ticipate in an abortion, like Congress’s decision not 2

to fund most abortions, erects no new barrier to 3

those seeking to perform or undergo abortions but 4

leaves each party free to act as he or she wishes. 5

(8) Such protection poses no conflict with other 6

Federal laws, such as the law requiring emergency 7

stabilizing treatment for a pregnant woman and her 8

unborn child when either is in distress (Emergency 9

Medical Treatment and Active Labor Act). As the 10

previous Administration has said, these areas of law 11

have operated side by side for many years and both 12

should be fully enforced (76 Fed. Reg. 9968–77 13

(2011) at 9973). 14

(9) Reaffirming longstanding Federal policy on 15

conscience rights and providing a right of action in 16

cases where it is violated allows longstanding and 17

widely supported Federal laws to work as intended. 18

(c) Title II of the Public Health Service Act (42 19

U.S.C. 202 et seq.) is amended by inserting after section 20

245 the following: 21
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‘‘SEC. 245A. PROHIBITING GOVERNMENTAL DISCRIMINA-1

TION AGAINST PROVIDERS OF HEALTH SERV-2

ICES THAT ARE NOT INVOLVED IN ABORTION. 3

‘‘(a) IN GENERAL.—Notwithstanding any other law, 4

the Federal Government, and any State or local govern-5

ment that receives Federal financial assistance, may not 6

penalize, retaliate against, or otherwise discriminate 7

against a health care provider on the basis that the pro-8

vider does not— 9

‘‘(1) perform, refer for, pay for, or otherwise 10

participate in abortion; 11

‘‘(2) provide or sponsor abortion coverage; or 12

‘‘(3) facilitate or make arrangements for any of 13

the activities specified in this subsection. 14

‘‘(b) RULE OF CONSTRUCTION.—Nothing in this sec-15

tion shall be construed— 16

‘‘(1) to prevent any health care provider from 17

voluntarily electing to participate in abortions or 18

abortion referrals; 19

‘‘(2) to prevent any health care provider from 20

voluntarily electing to provide or sponsor abortion 21

coverage or health benefits coverage that includes 22

abortion; 23

‘‘(3) to prevent an accrediting agency, the Fed-24

eral Government, or a State or local government 25

from establishing standards of medical competency 26
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applicable only to those who have knowingly, volun-1

tarily, and specifically elected to perform abortions, 2

or from enforcing contractual obligations applicable 3

only to those who, as part of such contract, know-4

ingly, voluntarily, and specifically elect to provide 5

abortions; 6

‘‘(4) to affect, or be affected by, section 1867 7

of the Social Security Act (42 U.S.C. 1395dd, com-8

monly referred to as the ‘Emergency Medical Treat-9

ment and Active Labor Act’); or 10

‘‘(5) to supersede any law enacted by any State 11

for the purpose of regulating insurance, except as 12

specified in subsection (a). 13

‘‘(c) ADMINISTRATION.—The Secretary shall des-14

ignate the Director of the Office for Civil Rights of the 15

Department of Health and Human Services— 16

‘‘(1) to receive complaints alleging a violation of 17

this section, section 245 of this Act, or any of sub-18

sections (b) through (e) of section 401 of the Health 19

Programs Extension Act of 1973; and 20

‘‘(2) to pursue the investigation of such com-21

plaints in coordination with the Attorney General. 22

‘‘(d) DEFINITIONS.—For purposes of this section: 23

‘‘(1) FEDERAL FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE.—The 24

term ‘Federal financial assistance’ means Federal 25
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payments to cover the cost of health care services or 1

benefits, or other Federal payments, grants, or loans 2

to promote or otherwise facilitate health-related ac-3

tivities. 4

‘‘(2) HEALTH CARE PROVIDER.—The term 5

‘health care provider’ means— 6

‘‘(A) an individual physician, nurse, or 7

other health care professional; 8

‘‘(B) a hospital, health system, or other 9

health care facility or organization (including a 10

party to a proposed merger or other collabo-11

rative arrangement relating to health services, 12

and an entity resulting therefrom); 13

‘‘(C) a provider-sponsored organization, an 14

accountable care organization, or a health 15

maintenance organization; 16

‘‘(D) a social services provider that pro-17

vides or authorizes referrals for health care 18

professions or an applicant to or participant in 21

or local government, if such State or local govern-8

ment, or any agency or governmental unit or sub-9

division thereof, receives Federal financial assist-10

ance.

‘‘SEC. 245B. CIVIL ACTION FOR CERTAIN VIOLATIONS. 12

TION MAY INCLUDE GOVERNMENTAL ENTITIES AS WELL 11

AS OTHERS.— 12

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—An action under this sec-13

tion may be maintained against, among others, a 14

party that is a Federal or State governmental entity. 15

Relief in an action under this section may include 16

money damages even if the defendant is such a gov-17

ernmental entity. 18

‘‘(2) DEFINITION.—For the purposes of this 19

subsection, the term ‘State governmental entity’ 20

means a State, a local government within a State, 21

and any agency or other governmental unit or sub-22

division of a State or of such a local government.

under the headings ‘‘Global Health Programs’’, ‘‘De-22

velopment Assistance’’, ‘‘Economic Support Fund’’, 23

and ‘‘Assistance for Europe, Eurasia and Central 24

Asia’’ shall be subject to the regular notification pro-25
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cedures of the Committees on Appropriations: Pro-1

vided, That the requirement in the previous sentence 2

shall not apply to agreements entered into between 3

USAID and the Department of State.

suant to subsection (b) shall be reprogrammed for assist-6

ance for countries which do not assess taxes on United 7

RESERVATIONS OF FUNDS 5

SEC. 7014. (a) REPROGRAMMING.—Funds appro-6

priated under titles III through VI of this Act which are 7

specifically designated may be reprogrammed for other 8

programs within the same account notwithstanding the 9

designation if compliance with the designation is made im-10

possible by operation of any provision of this or any other 11

Act: Provided, That any such reprogramming shall be sub-12

ject to the regular notification procedures of the Commit-13

tees on Appropriations: Provided further, That assistance 14

that is reprogrammed pursuant to this subsection shall be 15

made available under the same terms and conditions as 16

originally provided. 17

(b) EXTENSION OF AVAILABILITY.—In addition to 18

the authority contained in subsection (a), the original pe-19

riod of availability of funds appropriated by this Act and 20

(4) create, close, reorganize, or rename bureaus, 9

centers, or offices; or 10

(5) contract out or privatize any functions or 11

activities presently performed by Federal employees; 12

unless previously justified to the Committees on Appro-13

priations or such Committees are notified 15 days in ad-14

vance of such obligation. 15

(b) NOTIFICATION OF REPROGRAMMING OF 16

FUNDS.—None of the funds provided under titles I and 17

II of this Act or prior Acts making appropriations for the 18

Department of State, foreign operations, and related pro-19

grams, to the departments and agencies funded under ti-20

tles I and II of this Act that remain available for obliga-21

None of the funds made available to carry 3

out part I of the Foreign Assistance Act of 1961, as 4

amended, may be used to pay for the performance of abor-5

tions as a method of family planning or to motivate or 6

coerce any person to practice abortions. None of the funds 7

made available to carry out part I of the Foreign Assist-8

ance Act of 1961, as amended, may be used to pay for 9

the performance of involuntary sterilization as a method 10

of family planning or to coerce or provide any financial 11

incentive to any person to undergo sterilizations. None of 12

the funds made available to carry out part I of the Foreign 13

Assistance Act of 1961, as amended, may be used to pay 14

for any biomedical research which relates in whole or in 15

part, to methods of, or the performance of, abortions or 16

involuntary sterilization as a means of family planning.

7025. (a) WORLD MARKETS.—None of the 5

funds appropriated or made available pursuant to titles 6

III through VI of this Act for direct assistance and none 7

of the funds otherwise made available to the Export-Im-8

port Bank and the Overseas Private Investment Corpora-9

tion shall be obligated or expended to finance any loan, 10

any assistance, or any other financial commitments for es-11

tablishing or expanding production of any commodity for 12

export by any country other than the United States, if 13

the commodity is likely to be in surplus on world markets 14

at the time the resulting productive capacity is expected 15

to become operative and if the assistance will cause sub-16

stantial injury to United States producers of the same, 17

similar, or competing commodity: Provided, That such 18

prohibition shall not apply to the Export-Import Bank if 19

in the judgment of its Board of Directors the benefits to 20

industry and employment in the United States are likely 21

to outweigh the injury to United States producers of the 22

same, similar, or competing commodity, and the Chairman 23

of the Board so notifies the Committees on Appropria-24
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tions: Provided further, That this subsection shall not pro-1

ance Act of 1961 (as the case may be), for such 8

purposes as— 9

(i) project and sector assistance activi-10

ties; or 11

(ii) debt and deficit financing; or 12

(B) for the administrative requirements of 13

the United States Government. 14

(3) PROGRAMMING ACCOUNTABILITY.—USAID 15

shall take all necessary steps to ensure that the 16

equivalent of the local currencies disbursed pursuant 17

to subsection (a)(2)(A) from the separate account 18

established pursuant to subsection (a)(1) are used 19

for the purposes agreed upon pursuant to subsection 20

(a)(2). 21

(4) TERMINATION OF ASSISTANCE PRO-22

GRAMS.—Upon termination of assistance to a coun-23

try under chapter 1 or 10 of part I or chapter 4 of 24

part II of the Foreign Assistance Act of 1961 (as 25
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the case may be), any unencumbered balances of 1

funds which remain in a separate account estab-2

lished pursuant to subsection (a) shall be disposed of 3

for such purposes as may be agreed to by the gov-4

ernment of that country and the United States Gov-5

ernment. 6

(5) REPORTING REQUIREMENT.—The USAID 7

Administrator shall report as part of the congres-8

sional budget justification submitted to the Commit-9

tees on Appropriations on the use of local currencies 10

for the administrative requirements of the United 11

States Government as authorized in subsection 12

(a)(2)(B), and such report shall include the amount 13

of local currency (and United States dollar equiva-14

lent) used or to be used for such purpose in each ap-15

plicable country. 16

(b) SEPARATE ACCOUNTS FOR CASH TRANSFERS.— 17

(1) IN GENERAL.—If assistance is made avail-18

able to the government of a foreign country, under 19

chapter 1 or 10 of part I or chapter 4 of part II of 20

the Foreign Assistance Act of 1961, as cash transfer 21

assistance or as nonproject sector assistance, that 22

country shall be required to maintain such funds in 23

a separate account and not commingle with any 24

other funds. 25
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(2) APPLICABILITY OF OTHER PROVISIONS OF 1

LAW.—Such funds may be obligated and expended 2

notwithstanding provisions of law which are incon-3

sistent with the nature of this assistance including 4

provisions which are referenced in the Joint Explan-5

atory Statement of the Committee of Conference ac-6

companying House Joint Resolution 648 (House Re-7

port No. 98–1159). 8

(3) NOTIFICATION.—At least 15 days prior to 9

obligating any such cash transfer or nonproject sec-10

tor assistance, the President shall submit a notifica-11

tion through the regular notification procedures of 12

the Committees on Appropriations, which shall in-13

clude a detailed description of how the funds pro-14

posed to be made available will be used, with a dis-15

cussion of the United States interests that will be 16

served by such assistance (including, as appropriate, 17

a description of the economic policy reforms that will 18

be promoted by such assistance). 19

(4) EXEMPTION.—Nonproject sector assistance 20

funds may be exempt from the requirements of para-21

graph (1) only through the regular notification pro-22

cedures of the Committees on Appropriations. 23
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ELIGIBILITY FOR ASSISTANCE 1

SEC. 7027. (a) ASSISTANCE THROUGH NONGOVERN-2

MENTAL ORGANIZATIONS.—Restrictions contained in this 3

or any other Act with respect to assistance for a country 4

shall not be construed to restrict assistance in support of 5

programs of nongovernmental organizations from funds 6

appropriated by this Act to carry out the provisions of 7

chapters 1, 10, 11, and 12 of part I and chapter 4 of 8

part II of the Foreign Assistance Act of 1961 and from 9

funds appropriated under the heading ‘‘Assistance for Eu-10

rope, Eurasia and Central Asia’’: Provided, That before 11

using the authority of this subsection to furnish assistance 12

in support of programs of nongovernmental organizations, 13

the President shall notify the Committees on Appropria-14

tions pursuant to the regular notification procedures, in-15

cluding a description of the program to be assisted, the 16

assistance to be provided, and the reasons for furnishing 17

such assistance: Provided further, That nothing in this 18

subsection shall be construed to alter any existing statu-19

tory prohibitions against abortion or involuntary steriliza-20

tions contained in this or any other Act. 21

(b) PUBLIC LAW 480.—During fiscal year 2018, re-22

strictions contained in this or any other Act with respect 23

to assistance for a country shall not be construed to re-24

strict assistance under the Food for Peace Act (Public 25
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Law 83–480): Provided, That none of the funds appro-1

priated to carry out title I of such Act and made available 2

pursuant to this subsection may be obligated or expended 3

except as provided through the regular notification proce-4

dures of the Committees on Appropriations. 5

(c) EXCEPTION.—This section shall not apply— 6

(1) with respect to section 620A of the Foreign 7

Assistance Act of 1961 or any comparable provision 8

of law prohibiting assistance to countries that sup-9

port international terrorism; or 10

(2) with respect to section 116 of the Foreign 11

Assistance Act of 1961 or any comparable provision 12

of law prohibiting assistance to the government of a 13

country that violates internationally recognized 14

human rights. 15

LOCAL COMPETITION 16

SEC. 7028. (a) REQUIREMENTS FOR EXCEPTIONS TO 17

COMPETITION FOR LOCAL ENTITIES.—Funds appro-18

priated by this Act that are made available to the United 19

States Agency for International Development may only be 20

made available for limited competitions through local enti-21

ties if— 22

(1) prior to the determination to limit competi-23

tion to local entities, USAID has— 24
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(A) assessed the level of local capacity to 1

effectively implement, manage, and account for 2

programs included in such competition; and 3

(B) documented the written results of the 4

assessment and decisions made; and 5

(2) prior to making an award after limiting 6

competition to local entities— 7

(A) each successful local entity has been 8

determined to be responsible in accordance with 9

USAID guidelines; and 10

(B) effective monitoring and evaluation 11

systems are in place to ensure that award fund-12

ing is used for its intended purposes; and 13

(3) no level of acceptable fraud is assumed. 14

(b) REPORTING REQUIREMENT.—In addition to the 15

requirements of subsection (a)(1), the USAID Adminis-16

trator shall report to the appropriate congressional com-17

mittees not later than 45 days after the end of fiscal year 18

2018 on all awards subject to limited or no competition 19

for local entities: Provided, That such report should be 20

posted on the USAID Web site: Provided further, That 21

the requirements of this subsection shall only apply to 22

awards in excess of $3,000,000 and sole source awards 23

to local entities in excess of $2,000,000. 24
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INTERNATIONAL FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS 1

SEC. 7029. (a) EVALUATIONS AND REPORT.—The 2

Secretary of the Treasury shall instruct the United States 3

executive director of each international financial institu-4

tion to seek to require that such institution adopts and 5

implements a publicly available policy, including the stra-6

tegic use of peer reviews and external experts, to conduct 7

independent, in-depth evaluations of the effectiveness of 8

at least 25 percent of all loans, grants, programs, and sig-9

nificant analytical non-lending activities in advancing the 10

institution’s goals of reducing poverty and promoting equi-11

table economic growth, consistent with relevant safe-12

guards, to ensure that decisions to support such loans, 13

grants, programs, and activities are based on accurate 14

data and objective analysis: Provided, That not later than 15

45 days after enactment of this Act, the Secretary shall 16

submit a report to the Committees on Appropriations on 17

steps taken by the United States executive directors and 18

the international financial institutions consistent with this 19

subsection. 20

(b) COMPENSATION.—None of the funds appro-21

priated under title V of this Act may be made as payment 22

to any international financial institution while the United 23

States executive director to such institution is com-24

pensated by the institution at a rate which, together with 25
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whatever compensation such executive director receives 1

from the United States, is in excess of the rate provided 2

for an individual occupying a position at level IV of the 3

Executive Schedule under section 5315 of title 5, United 4

States Code, or while any alternate United States execu-5

tive director to such institution is compensated by the in-6

stitution at a rate in excess of the rate provided for an 7

individual occupying a position at level V of the Executive 8

Schedule under section 5316 of title 5, United States 9

Code. 10

(c) HUMAN RIGHTS.—The Secretary of the Treasury 11

shall instruct the United States executive director of each 12

international financial institution to seek to require that 13

such institution conducts rigorous human rights due dili-14

gence and risk management, as appropriate, in connection 15

with any loan, grant, policy, or strategy of such institu-16

tion: Provided, That prior to voting on any such loan, 17

grant, policy, or strategy the executive director shall con-18

sult with the Assistant Secretary for Democracy, Human 19

Rights, and Labor, Department of State, if the executive 20

director has reason to believe that such loan, grant, policy, 21

or strategy could result in forced displacement or other 22

violation of human rights. 23

(d) FRAUD AND CORRUPTION.—The Secretary of the 24

Treasury shall instruct the United States executive direc-25
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tor of each international financial institution to promote 1

in loan, grant, and other financing agreements improve-2

ments in borrowing countries’ financial management and 3

judicial capacity to investigate, prosecute, and punish 4

fraud and corruption. 5

(e) WHISTLEBLOWER PROTECTIONS.—The Secretary 6

of the Treasury shall instruct the United States executive 7

director of each international financial institution to seek 8

to require that each such institution is effectively imple-9

menting and enforcing policies and procedures which re-10

flect best practices for the protection of whistleblowers 11

from retaliation, including best practices for— 12

(1) protection against retaliation for internal 13

and lawful public disclosure; 14

(2) legal burdens of proof; 15

(3) statutes of limitation for reporting retalia-16

tion; 17

(4) access to independent adjudicative bodies, 18

including external arbitration; and 19

(5) results that eliminate the effects of proven 20

retaliation. 21

DEBT-FOR-DEVELOPMENT 22

SEC. 7030. In order to enhance the continued partici-23

pation of nongovernmental organizations in debt-for-devel-24

opment and debt-for-nature exchanges, a nongovern-25
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mental organization which is a grantee or contractor of 1

the United States Agency for International Development 2

may place in interest bearing accounts local currencies 3

which accrue to that organization as a result of economic 4

assistance provided under title III of this Act and, subject 5

to the regular notification procedures of the Committees 6

on Appropriations, any interest earned on such investment 7

shall be used for the purpose for which the assistance was 8

provided to that organization. 9

FINANCIAL MANAGEMENT AND BUDGET TRANSPARENCY 10

SEC. 7031. (a) LIMITATION ON DIRECT GOVERN-11

MENT-TO-GOVERNMENT ASSISTANCE.— 12

(1) REQUIREMENTS.—Funds appropriated by 13

this Act may be made available for direct govern-14

ment-to-government assistance only if— 15

(A)(i) each implementing agency or min-16

istry to receive assistance has been assessed 17

and is considered to have the systems required 18

to manage such assistance and any identified 19

vulnerabilities or weaknesses of such agency or 20

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(iii) the recipient agency or ministry has 1

adopted competitive procurement policies and 2

systems; 3

(iv) effective monitoring and evaluation 4

systems are in place to ensure that such assist-5

ance is used for its intended purposes; 6

(v) no level of acceptable fraud is assumed; 7

and 8

(vi) the government of the recipient coun-9

try is taking steps to publicly disclose on an an-10

nual basis its national budget, to include in-11

come and expenditures; 12

(B) the recipient government is in compli-13

ance with the principles set forth in section 14

7013 of this Act; 15

(C) the recipient agency or ministry is not 16

headed or controlled by an organization des-17

ignated as a foreign terrorist organization 18

under section 219 of the Immigration and Na-19

tionality Act (8 U.S.C. 1189); 20

(D) the Government of the United States 21

and the government of the recipient country 22

have agreed, in writing, on clear and achievable 23

objectives for the use of such assistance, which 24
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should be made available on a cost-reimbursable 1

basis; and 2

(E) the recipient government is taking 3

steps to protect the rights of civil society, in-4

cluding freedoms of expression, association, and 5

assembly. 6

(2) CONSULTATION AND NOTIFICATION.—In 7

addition to the requirements in paragraph (1), no 8

funds may be made available for direct government- 9

to-government assistance without prior consultation 10

with, and notification of, the Committees on Appro-11

priations: Provided, That such notification shall con-12

tain an explanation of how the proposed activity 13

meets the requirements of paragraph (1): Provided 14

further, That the requirements of this paragraph 15

shall only apply to direct government-to-government 16

assistance in excess of $10,000,000 and all funds 17

available for cash transfer, budget support, and cash 18

payments to individuals. 19

(3) SUSPENSION OF ASSISTANCE.—The Admin-20

istrator of the United States Agency for Inter-21

national Development or the Secretary of State, as 22

appropriate, shall suspend any direct government-to- 23

government assistance if the Administrator or the 24

Secretary has credible information of material mis-25
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use of such assistance, unless the Administrator or 1

the Secretary reports to the Committees on Appro-2

priations that it is in the national interest of the 3

United States to continue such assistance, including 4

a justification, or that such misuse has been appro-5

priately addressed. 6

(4) SUBMISSION OF INFORMATION.—The Sec-7

retary of State shall submit to the Committees on 8

Appropriations, concurrent with the fiscal year 2019 9

congressional budget justification materials, amounts 10

planned for assistance described in paragraph (1) by 11

country, proposed funding amount, source of funds, 12

and type of assistance. 13

(5) REPORT.—Not later than 90 days after the 14

enactment of this Act and 6 months thereafter until 15

September 30, 2019, the USAID Administrator 16

shall submit to the Committees on Appropriations a 17

report that— 18

(A) details all assistance described in para-19

graph (1) provided during the previous 6-month 20

period by country, funding amount, source of 21

funds, and type of such assistance; and 22

(B) the type of procurement instrument or 23

mechanism utilized and whether the assistance 24

was provided on a reimbursable basis. 25
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(6) DEBT SERVICE PAYMENT PROHIBITION.— 1

None of the funds made available by this Act may 2

be used by the government of any foreign country 3

for debt service payments owed by any country to 4

any international financial institution: Provided, 5

That for purposes of this paragraph, the term 6

‘‘international financial institution’’ has the meaning 7

given the term in section 7034(o)(3) of this Act. 8

(b) NATIONAL BUDGET AND CONTRACT TRANS-9

PARENCY.— 10

(1) MINIMUM REQUIREMENTS OF FISCAL 11

TRANSPARENCY.—The Secretary of State shall con-12

tinue to update and strengthen the ‘‘minimum re-13

quirements of fiscal transparency’’ for each govern-14

ment receiving assistance appropriated by this Act, 15

as identified in the report required by section 16

7031(b) of the Department of State, Foreign Oper-17

ations, and Related Programs Appropriations Act, 18

2014 (division K of Public Law 113–76). 19

(2) DEFINITION.—For purposes of paragraph 20

(1), ‘‘minimum requirements of fiscal transparency’’ 21

are requirements consistent with those in subsection 22

(a)(1), and the public disclosure of national budget 23

documentation (to include receipts and expenditures 24

by ministry) and government contracts and licenses 25
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for natural resource extraction (to include bidding 1

and concession allocation practices). 2

(3) DETERMINATION AND REPORT.—For each 3

government identified pursuant to paragraph (1), 4

the Secretary of State, not later than 180 days after 5

enactment of this Act, shall make or update any de-6

termination of ‘‘significant progress’’ or ‘‘no signifi-7

cant progress’’ in meeting the minimum require-8

ments of fiscal transparency, and make such deter-9

minations publicly available in an annual ‘‘Fiscal 10

Transparency Report’’ to be posted on the Depart-11

ment of State Web site: Provided, That the Sec-12

retary shall identify the significant progress made by 13

each such government to publicly disclose national 14

budget documentation, contracts, and licenses which 15

are additional to such information disclosed in pre-16

vious fiscal years, and include specific recommenda-17

tions of short- and long-term steps such government 18

should take to improve fiscal transparency: Provided 19

further, That the annual report shall include a de-20

tailed description of how funds appropriated by this 21

Act are being used to improve fiscal transparency, 22

and identify benchmarks for measuring progress. 23

(4) ASSISTANCE.—Funds appropriated under 24

title III of this Act shall be made available for pro-25
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grams and activities to assist governments identified 1

pursuant to paragraph (1) to improve budget trans-2

parency and to support civil society organizations in 3

such countries that promote budget transparency: 4

Provided, That such sums shall be in addition to 5

funds otherwise available for such purposes: Pro-6

vided further, That a description of the uses of such 7

funds shall be included in the annual ‘‘Fiscal Trans-8

parency Report’’ required by paragraph (3). 9

(c) ANTI-KLEPTOCRACY AND HUMAN RIGHTS.— 10

(1)(A) INELIGIBILITY.—Officials of foreign gov-11

ernments and their immediate family members about 12

whom the Secretary of State has credible informa-13

tion have been involved in significant corruption, in-14

cluding corruption related to the extraction of nat-15

ural resources, or a gross violation of human rights 16

shall be ineligible for entry into the United States. 17

(B) The Secretary shall also publicly or pri-18

vately designate or identify officials of foreign gov-19

ernments and their immediate family members about 20

whom the Secretary has such credible information 21

without regard to whether the individual has applied 22

for a visa. 23

(2) EXCEPTION.—Individuals shall not be ineli-24

gible if entry into the United States would further 25
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important United States law enforcement objectives 1

or is necessary to permit the United States to fulfill 2

its obligations under the United Nations Head-3

quarters Agreement: Provided, That nothing in 4

paragraph (1) shall be construed to derogate from 5

United States Government obligations under applica-6

ble international agreements. 7

(3) WAIVER.—The Secretary may waive the ap-8

plication of paragraph (1) if the Secretary deter-9

mines that the waiver would serve a compelling na-10

tional interest or that the circumstances which 11

caused the individual to be ineligible have changed 12

sufficiently. 13

(4) REPORT.—Not later than 6 months after 14

enactment of this Act, the Secretary of State shall 15

submit a report, including a classified annex if nec-16

essary, to the Committees on Appropriations and the 17

Committees on the Judiciary describing the informa-18

tion related to corruption or violation of human 19

rights concerning each of the individuals found ineli-20

gible in the previous 12 months pursuant to para-21

graph (1)(A) as well as the individuals who the Sec-22

retary designated or identified pursuant to para-23

graph (1)(B), or who would be ineligible but for the 24

application of paragraph (2), a list of any waivers 25
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provided under paragraph (3), and the justification 1

for each waiver. 2

(5) POSTING OF REPORT.—Any unclassified 3

portion of the report required under paragraph (4) 4

shall be posted on the Department of State Web 5

site. 6

(6) CLARIFICATION.—For purposes of para-7

graphs (1)(B), (4), and (5), the records of the De-8

partment of State and of diplomatic and consular of-9

fices of the United States pertaining to the issuance 10

or refusal of visas or permits to enter the United 11

States shall not be considered confidential. 12

(d) FOREIGN ASSISTANCE WEB SITE.—Funds appro-13

priated by this Act under titles I and II, and funds made 14

available for any independent agency in title III, as appro-15

priate, shall be made available to support the provision 16

of additional information on United States Government 17

foreign assistance on the Department of State foreign as-18

sistance Web site: Provided, That all Federal agencies 19

funded under this Act shall provide such information on 20

foreign assistance, upon request, to the Department of 21

State. 22
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DEMOCRACY PROGRAMS 1

SEC. 7032. (a) FUNDING.—Of the funds appro-2

priated by this Act, not less than $2,308,517,000 shall 3

be made available for democracy programs. 4

(b) AUTHORITY.—Funds made available by this Act 5

for democracy programs may be made available notwith-6

standing any other provision of law, and with regard to 7

the National Endowment for Democracy, any regulation. 8

(c) DEFINITION OF DEMOCRACY PROGRAMS.—For 9

purposes of funds appropriated by this Act, the term ‘‘de-10

mocracy programs’’ means programs that support good 11

governance, credible and competitive elections, freedom of 12

expression, association, assembly, and religion, human 13

rights, labor rights, independent media, and the rule of 14

law, and that otherwise strengthen the capacity of demo-15

cratic political parties, governments, nongovernmental or-16

ganizations and institutions, and citizens to support the 17

development of democratic states, and institutions that are 18

responsive and accountable to citizens. 19

(d) PROGRAM PRIORITIZATION.—Funds made avail-20

able pursuant to this section that are made available for 21

programs to strengthen government institutions shall be 22

prioritized for those institutions that demonstrate a com-23

mitment to democracy and the rule of law, as determined 24

by the Secretary of State or the Administrator of the 25
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United States Agency for International Development, as 1

appropriate. 2

(e) RESTRICTION ON PRIOR APPROVAL.—With re-3

spect to the provision of assistance for democracy pro-4

grams in this Act, the organizations implementing such 5

assistance, the specific nature of that assistance, and the 6

participants in such programs shall not be subject to the 7

prior approval by the government of any foreign country: 8

Provided, That the Secretary of State, in coordination 9

with the USAID Administrator, shall report to the Com-10

mittees on Appropriations, not later than 120 days after 11

enactment of this Act, detailing steps taken by the Depart-12

ment of State and USAID to comply with the require-13

ments of this subsection. 14

(f) CONTINUATION OF CURRENT PRACTICES.— 15

USAID shall continue to implement civil society and polit-16

ical competition and consensus building programs abroad 17

with funds appropriated by this Act in a manner that rec-18

ognizes the unique benefits of grants and cooperative 19

agreements in implementing such programs: Provided, 20

That nothing in this paragraph shall be construed to af-21

fect the ability of any entity, including United States small 22

businesses, from competing for proposals for USAID- 23

funded civil society and political competition and con-24

sensus building programs. 25
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(g) COMMUNICATION AND REPORTING REQUIRE-1

MENTS.— 2

(1) INFORMING THE NATIONAL ENDOWMENT 3

FOR DEMOCRACY.—The Assistant Secretary for De-4

mocracy, Human Rights, and Labor, Department of 5

State, and the Assistant Administrator for Democ-6

racy, Conflict, and Humanitarian Assistance, 7

USAID, shall regularly inform the National Endow-8

ment for Democracy of democracy programs that 9

are planned and supported by funds made available 10

by this Act and prior Acts making appropriations 11

for the Department of State, foreign operations, and 12

related programs.

(2) REPORT ON FUNDING INSTRUMENTS.—Not 14

later than September 30, 2018, the Secretary of 15

with funds made available by the Department of 20

State, Foreign Operations, and Related Programs 21

115–31), which shall include funding level, account, 23

program sector and subsector, and a brief summary 24

of purpose. 25
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(3) REPORT ON PROGRAM CHANGES.—The Sec-1

retary of State or the USAID Administrator, as ap-2

propriate, shall report to the appropriate congres-3

sional committees within 30 days of a decision to 4

significantly change the objectives or the content of 5

a democracy program or to close such a program 6

due to the increasingly repressive nature of the host 7

country government: Provided, That the report shall 8

also include a strategy for continuing support for de-9

mocracy promotion, if such programming is feasible, 10

and may be submitted in classified form, if nec-11

essary. 12

INTERNATIONAL RELIGIOUS FREEDOM 13

SEC. 7033. (a) INTERNATIONAL RELIGIOUS FREE-14

DOM OFFICE AND SPECIAL ENVOY TO PROMOTE RELI-15

GIOUS FREEDOM.— 16

(1) Funds appropriated by this Act under the 17

heading ‘‘Diplomatic and Consular Programs’’ shall 18

be made available for the Office of International Re-19

ligious Freedom, Bureau of Democracy, Human 20

Rights, and Labor, Department of State, the Office 21

of the Ambassador-at-Large for International Reli-22

gious Freedom, and the Special Envoy to Promote 23

Religious Freedom of Religious Minorities in the 24

Near East and South Central Asia, as authorized in 25
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the Near East and South Central Asia Religious 1

Freedom Act of 2014 (Public Law 113–161), includ-2

ing for support staff at not less than the amounts 3

specified for such offices in the table under such 4

heading in the report accompanying this Act. 5

(2) Funds appropriated under the heading 6

‘‘Diplomatic and Consular Programs’’ and des-7

ignated for the Office of International Religious 8

Freedom shall be made available for the development 9

and implementation of an international religious 10

freedom curriculum in accordance with section 11

708(a)(2) of the Foreign Service Act of 1980 (22 12

U.S.C. 4028). 13

(b) ASSISTANCE.— 14

(1) INTERNATIONAL RELIGIOUS FREEDOM PRO-15

GRAMS.—Of the funds appropriated by this Act 16

under the heading ‘‘Democracy Fund’’ and available 17

for the Human Rights and Democracy Fund 18

(HRDF), not less than $10,000,000 shall be made 19

available for international religious freedom pro-20

grams. 21

(2) PROTECTION AND INVESTIGATION PRO-22

GRAMS.—Of the funds appropriated by this Act 23

under the heading ‘‘Economic Support Fund’’, not 24

less than $10,000,000 shall be made available for 25
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programs to protect vulnerable and persecuted reli-1

gious minorities, including for assistance authorized 2

by section 5 of H.R. 390, the Iraq and Syria Geno-3

cide Emergency Relief and Accountability Act of 4

2017, as passed by the House of Representatives on 5

June 6, 2017. 6

(3) HUMANITARIAN PROGRAMS.—Funds appro-7

priated by this Act under the headings ‘‘Inter-8

national Disaster Assistance’’ and ‘‘Migration and 9

Refugee Assistance’’ shall be made available for hu-10

manitarian assistance for vulnerable and persecuted 11

religious minorities, including victims of genocide 12

designated by the Secretary of State and other 13

groups that have suffered crimes against humanity 14

and ethnic cleansing, to— 15

(A) accelerate the implementation of an 16

immediate, coordinated, and sustained response 17

to provide humanitarian assistance; 18

(B) enhance protection of conflict victims, 19

including those facing a dire humanitarian cri-20

sis and severe persecution because of their faith 21

or ethnicity; and 22

(C) improve access to secure locations for 23

obtaining humanitarian and resettlement serv-24

ices. 25
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(c) INTERNATIONAL BROADCASTING.—Funds appro-1

priated by this Act under the heading ‘‘Broadcasting 2

Board of Governors, International Broadcasting Oper-3

ations’’ shall be made available for programs related to 4

international religious freedom, including reporting on the 5

condition of vulnerable and persecuted religious groups. 6

SPECIAL PROVISIONS 7

SEC. 7034. (a) VICTIMS OF WAR, DISPLACED CHIL-8

DREN, AND DISPLACED BURMESE.—Funds appropriated 9

in titles III and VI of this Act that are made available 10

for victims of war, displaced children, displaced Burmese, 11

and to combat trafficking in persons and assist victims 12

of such trafficking, may be made available notwith-13

standing any other provision of law. 14

(b) LAW ENFORCEMENT AND SECURITY.— 15

(1) CHILD SOLDIERS.—Funds appropriated by 16

this Act should not be used to support any military 17

training or operations that include child soldiers.

ARAB LEAGUE BOYCOTT OF ISRAEL 11

mercial ties with Israel, is an impediment to peace 15

in the region and to United States investment and 16

trade in the Middle East and North Africa; 17

(2) the Arab League boycott, which was regret-18

tably reinstated in 1997, should be immediately and 19

publicly terminated, and the Central Office for the 20

Boycott of Israel immediately disbanded; 21

(3) all Arab League states should normalize re-22

lations with their neighbor Israel; 23

(4) the President and the Secretary of State 24

should continue to vigorously oppose the Arab 25
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League boycott of Israel and find concrete steps to 1

demonstrate that opposition by, for example, taking 2

into consideration the participation of any recipient 3

country in the boycott when determining to sell 4

weapons to said country; and 5

(5) the President should report to Congress an-6

nually on specific steps being taken by the United 7

States to encourage Arab League states to normalize 8

their relations with Israel to bring about the termi-9

nation of the Arab League boycott of Israel, includ-10

ing those to encourage allies and trading partners of 11

the United States to enact laws prohibiting busi-12

nesses from complying with the boycott and penal-13

izing businesses that do comply. 14

PALESTINIAN STATEHOOD 15

SEC. 7036. (a) LIMITATION ON ASSISTANCE.—None 16

of the funds appropriated under titles III through VI of 17

this Act may be provided to support a Palestinian state 18

unless the Secretary of State determines and certifies to 19

the appropriate congressional committees that— 20

(1) the governing entity of a new Palestinian 21

state— 22

(A) has demonstrated a firm commitment 23

to peaceful co-existence with the State of Israel; 24

and 25
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(B) is taking appropriate measures to 1

counter terrorism and terrorist financing in the 2

West Bank and Gaza, including the dismantling 3

of terrorist infrastructures, and is cooperating 4

with appropriate Israeli and other appropriate 5

security organizations; and 6

(2) the Palestinian Authority (or the governing 7

entity of a new Palestinian state) is working with 8

other countries in the region to vigorously pursue ef-9

forts to establish a just, lasting, and comprehensive 10

peace in the Middle East that will enable Israel and 11

an independent Palestinian state to exist within the 12

context of full and normal relationships, which 13

should include— 14

(A) termination of all claims or states of 15

belligerency; 16

(B) respect for and acknowledgment of the 17

sovereignty, territorial integrity, and political 18

independence of every state in the area through 19

measures including the establishment of demili-20

tarized zones; 21

(C) their right to live in peace within se-22

cure and recognized boundaries free from 23

threats or acts of force; 24
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(D) freedom of navigation through inter-1

national waterways in the area; and 2

(E) a framework for achieving a just set-3

tlement of the refugee problem. 4

(b) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—It is the sense of Con-5

gress that the governing entity should enact a constitution 6

assuring the rule of law, an independent judiciary, and 7

respect for human rights for its citizens, and should enact 8

other laws and regulations assuring transparent and ac-9

countable governance. 10

(c) WAIVER.—The President may waive subsection 11

(a) if the President determines that it is important to the 12

national security interest of the United States to do so. 13

(d) EXEMPTION.—The restriction in subsection (a) 14

shall not apply to assistance intended to help reform the 15

Palestinian Authority and affiliated institutions, or the 16

governing entity, in order to help meet the requirements 17

of subsection (a), consistent with the provisions of section 18

7040 of this Act (‘‘Limitation on Assistance for the Pales-19

tinian Authority’’). 20

RESTRICTIONS CONCERNING THE PALESTINIAN 21

AUTHORITY 22

SEC. 7037. None of the funds appropriated under ti-23

tles II through VI of this Act may be obligated or ex-24

pended to create in any part of Jerusalem a new office 25
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of any department or agency of the United States Govern-1

ment for the purpose of conducting official United States 2

Government business with the Palestinian Authority over 3

Gaza and Jericho or any successor Palestinian governing 4

entity provided for in the Israel-PLO Declaration of Prin-5

ciples: Provided, That this restriction shall not apply to 6

the acquisition of additional space for the existing Con-7

sulate General in Jerusalem: Provided further, That meet-8

ings between officers and employees of the United States 9

and officials of the Palestinian Authority, or any successor 10

Palestinian governing entity provided for in the Israel- 11

PLO Declaration of Principles, for the purpose of con-12

ducting official United States Government business with 13

such authority should continue to take place in locations 14

other than Jerusalem: Provided further, That as has been 15

true in the past, officers and employees of the United 16

States Government may continue to meet in Jerusalem on 17

other subjects with Palestinians (including those who now 18

occupy positions in the Palestinian Authority), have social 19

contacts, and have incidental discussions. 20

PROHIBITION ON ASSISTANCE TO THE PALESTINIAN 21

BROADCASTING CORPORATION 22

SEC. 7038. None of the funds appropriated or other-23

wise made available by this Act may be used to provide 24

equipment, technical support, consulting services, or any 25
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other form of assistance to the Palestinian Broadcasting 1

Corporation. 2

ASSISTANCE FOR THE WEST BANK AND GAZA 3

SEC. 7039. (a) OVERSIGHT.—For fiscal year 2018, 4

30 days prior to the initial obligation of funds for the bi-5

lateral West Bank and Gaza Program, the Secretary of 6

State shall certify to the Committees on Appropriations 7

that procedures have been established to assure the Comp-8

troller General of the United States will have access to 9

appropriate United States financial information in order 10

to review the uses of United States assistance for the Pro-11

gram funded under the heading ‘‘Economic Support 12

Fund’’ for the West Bank and Gaza. 13

(b) VETTING.—Prior to the obligation of funds ap-14

propriated by this Act under the heading ‘‘Economic Sup-15

port Fund’’ for assistance for the West Bank and Gaza, 16

the Secretary of State shall take all appropriate steps to 17

ensure that such assistance is not provided to or through 18

any individual, private or government entity, or edu-19

cational institution that the Secretary knows or has reason 20

to believe advocates, plans, sponsors, engages in, or has 21

engaged in, terrorist activity nor, with respect to private 22

entities or educational institutions, those that have as a 23

principal officer of the entity’s governing board or gov-24

erning board of trustees any individual that has been de-25
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termined to be involved in, or advocating terrorist activity 1

or determined to be a member of a designated foreign ter-2

rorist organization: Provided, That the Secretary of State 3

shall, as appropriate, establish procedures specifying the 4

steps to be taken in carrying out this subsection and shall 5

terminate assistance to any individual, entity, or edu-6

cational institution which the Secretary has determined to 7

be involved in or advocating terrorist activity. 8

(c) PROHIBITION.— 9

(1) RECOGNITION OF ACTS OF TERRORISM.— 10

None of the funds appropriated under titles III 11

through VI of this Act for assistance under the West 12

Bank and Gaza Program may be made available for 13

the purpose of recognizing or otherwise honoring in-14

dividuals, including family members of Palestinians, 15

who commit, or have committed acts of terrorism. 16

(2) SECURITY ASSISTANCE AND REPORTING RE-17

QUIREMENT.—Notwithstanding any other provision 18

of law, none of the funds made available by this or 19

prior appropriations Acts, including funds made 20

available by transfer, may be made available for obli-21

gation for security assistance for the West Bank and 22

Gaza until the Secretary of State reports to the 23

Committees on Appropriations on the benchmarks 24

that have been established for security assistance for 25
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the West Bank and Gaza and reports on the extent 1

of Palestinian compliance with such benchmarks. 2

(d) AUDITS BY THE UNITED STATES AGENCY FOR 3

INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENT.— 4

(1) The Administrator of the United States 5

Agency for International Development shall ensure 6

that Federal or non-Federal audits of all contractors 7

and grantees, and significant subcontractors and 8

sub-grantees, under the West Bank and Gaza Pro-9

gram, are conducted at least on an annual basis to 10

ensure, among other things, compliance with this 11

section. 12

(2) Of the funds appropriated by this Act up to 13

$500,000 may be used by the Office of Inspector 14

SEC. 7040. (a) PROHIBITION OF FUNDS.—None of 24

the funds appropriated by this Act to carry out the provi-25
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sions of chapter 4 of part II of the Foreign Assistance 1

Act of 1961 may be obligated or expended with respect 2

to providing funds to the Palestinian Authority. 3

(b) WAIVER.—The prohibition included in subsection 4

(a) shall not apply if the President certifies in writing to 5

the Speaker of the House of Representatives, the Presi-6

dent pro tempore of the Senate, and the Committees on 7

Appropriations that waiving such prohibition is important 8

to the national security interest of the United States.

(c) PERIOD OF APPLICATION OF WAIVER.—Any 10

waiver pursuant to subsection (b) shall be effective for no 11

more than a period of 6 months at a time and shall not 12

apply beyond 12 months after the enactment of this Act.

(b) PAKISTAN.— 3

(1) CERTIFICATION REQUIREMENT.—None of 4

the funds appropriated or otherwise made available 5

by this Act under the headings ‘‘Economic Support 6

Fund’’, ‘‘International Narcotics Control and Law 7

Enforcement’’, and ‘‘Foreign Military Financing 8

Program’’ for assistance for the Government of 9

Pakistan may be made available unless the Secretary 10

of State certifies and reports to the Committees on 11

Appropriations that the Government of Pakistan 12

is— 13

(A) cooperating with the United States in 14

counterterrorism efforts against the Haqqani 15

Network, the Quetta Shura Taliban, Lashkar e- 16

Tayyiba, Jaish-e-Mohammed, Al-Qaeda, and 17

other domestic and foreign terrorist organiza-18

tions, including taking effective steps to end 19

support for such groups and prevent them from 20

basing and operating in Pakistan and carrying 21

out cross border attacks into neighboring coun-22

(B) not supporting terrorist activities 24

against United States or coalition forces in Af-25
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ghanistan, and Pakistan’s military and intel-1

(C) not financing or otherwise supporting 5

schools supported by, affiliated with, or run by 6

the Taliban or any designated foreign terrorist 7

organization; 8

(D) dismantling improvised explosive de-9

vice (IED) networks and interdicting precursor 10

chemicals used in the manufacture of IEDs; 11

(E) preventing the proliferation of nuclear- 12

related material and expertise; 13

(F) issuing visas in a timely manner for 14

United States visitors engaged in counterter-15

(G) providing humanitarian organizations 18

access to detainees, internally displaced per-19

sons, and other Pakistani civilians affected by 20

the conflict.

(ii) legal burdens of proof; 24
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(iii) statutes of limitation for report-1

ing retaliation; 2

(iv) access to independent adjudicative 3

bodies, including external arbitration; and 4

(v) results that eliminate the effects of 5

proven retaliation; and 6

(C) effectively implementing and enforcing 7

policies and procedures regarding travel, includ-8

ing a prohibition on first class travel. 9

(2) The restrictions imposed by or pursuant to 10

paragraph (1) may be waived on a case-by-case basis 11

if the Secretary of State determines and reports to 12

the Committees on Appropriations that such waiver 13

is necessary to avert or respond to a humanitarian 14

crisis. 15

(b) RESTRICTIONS ON UNITED NATIONS DELEGA-16

Act may be used by the Secretary of State as a con-5

tribution to any organization, agency, commission, 6

or program within the United Nations system if 7

such organization, agency, commission, or program 8

is chaired or presided over by a country the govern-9

ment of which the Secretary of State has deter-10

mined, for purposes of section 620A of the Foreign 11

Assistance Act of 1961, section 40 of the Arms Ex-12

port Control Act, section 6(j)(1) of the Export Ad-13

ministration Act of 1979, or any other provision of 14

law, is a government that has repeatedly provided 15

support for acts of international terrorism. 16

(c) UNITED NATIONS HUMAN RIGHTS COUNCIL.— 17

None of the funds appropriated by this Act may be made 18

available in support of the United Nations Human Rights 19

Council unless the Secretary of State determines and re-20

ports to the Committees on Appropriations that participa-21

tion in the Council is in the national security interest of 22

the United States and that such Council is taking signifi-23

cant steps to remove Israel as a permanent agenda item 24

and increase transparency in the election of members to 25
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such Council: Provided, That such report shall include a 1

description of the national security interest served and the 2

steps taken to remove Israel as a permanent agenda item 3

SEC. 7056. (a) None of the funds appropriated or 9

otherwise made available by this Act may be made avail-10

able for the United Nations Population Fund. 11

(b) None of the funds appropriated or otherwise 12

made available by this Act for global health assistance 13

may be made available to any foreign nongovernmental or-14

ganization that promotes or performs abortion, except in 15

cases of rape or incest or when the life of the mother 16

would be endangered if the fetus were carried to term. 17

UNITED STATES AGENCY FOR INTERNATIONAL 18

DEVELOPMENT MANAGEMENT 19

SEC. 7057. (a) AUTHORITY.—Up to $93,000,000 of 20

the funds made available in title III of this Act pursuant 21

to or to carry out the provisions of part I of the Foreign 22

Assistance Act of 1961, including funds appropriated 23

under the heading ‘‘Assistance for Europe, Eurasia and 24

Central Asia’’, may be used by the United States Agency 25
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for International Development to hire and employ individ-1

uals in the United States and overseas on a limited ap-2

pointment basis pursuant to the authority of sections 308 3

and 309 of the Foreign Service Act of 1980.

sistance’’, and ‘‘Millennium Challenge Corporation’’ 9

may be made available to combat such infectious dis-10

ease or public health emergency, and may be trans-11

ferred to, and merged with, funds appropriated 12

under such headings for the purposes of this para-13

graph.

(3) OVERSIGHT OF FUNDS.—Funds made avail-15

able pursuant to the authority of this subsection 16

shall be subject to prior consultation with the appro-17

priate congressional committees and the regular no-18

tification procedures of the Committees on Appro-19

priations.

(e) MALARIA AND OTHER INFECTIOUS DISEASES.— 21

Of the unobligated balances available under the heading 22

of the Consolidated and Further Continuing Appropria-24

tions Act, 2015 (Public Law 113–235), $250,000,000 25
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shall be available for assistance or research to detect, pre-1

vent, treat, and control malaria, and $72,500,000 shall be 2

for assistance or research to detect, prevent, treat, and 3

control emerging infectious diseases in countries at risk 4

of such diseases: Provided, That amounts made available 5

under this section are designated by the Congress as an 6

emergency requirement pursuant to section 7

251(b)(2)(A)(i) of the Balanced Budget and Emergency 8

Deficit Control Act of 1985 and shall be available only 9

if the President subsequently so designates all such 10

amounts and transmits such designations to the Congress.

SEC. 201. Fifty percent of the amounts of budget au-19

thority, or in lieu thereof 50 percent of the cash amounts 20

associated with such budget authority, that are recaptured 21

from projects described in section 1012(a) of the Stewart 22

B. McKinney Homeless Assistance Amendments Act of 23

1988 (42 U.S.C. 1437f note) shall be rescinded or in the 24

case of cash, shall be remitted to the Treasury, and such 25
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amounts of budget authority or cash recaptured and not 1

rescinded or remitted to the Treasury shall be used by 2

State housing finance agencies or local governments or 3

local housing agencies with projects approved by the Sec-4

retary of Housing and Urban Development for which set-5

tlement occurred after January 1, 1992, in accordance 6

with such section. Notwithstanding the previous sentence, 7

the Secretary may award up to 15 percent of the budget 8

authority or cash recaptured and not rescinded or remitted 9

to the Treasury to provide project owners with incentives 10

to refinance their project at a lower interest rate.

Corporations and agencies of the Depart-20

ment of Housing and Urban Development which are sub-21

ject to the Government Corporation Control Act are here-22

by authorized to make such expenditures, within the limits 23

of funds and borrowing authority available to each such 24

corporation or agency and in accordance with law, and to 25
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make such contracts and commitments without regard to 1

SEC. 210. (a) Notwithstanding any other provision 8

of law, subject to the conditions listed under this section, 9

for fiscal years 2018 and 2019, the Secretary of Housing 10

and Urban Development may authorize the transfer of 11

some or all project-based assistance, debt held or insured 12

by the Secretary and statutorily required low-income and 13

very low-income use restrictions if any, associated with one 14

or more multifamily housing project or projects to another 15

multifamily housing project or projects.

bedroom size) provided by the transferring 5

project shall be no less than when transferred 6

to the receiving project or projects and the net 7

dollar amount of Federal assistance provided to 8

the transferring project shall remain the same 9

in the receiving project or projects. 10

(B) For unoccupied units in the transfer-11

ring project: The Secretary may authorize a re-12

duction in the number of dwelling units in the 13

receiving project or projects to allow for a re-14

configuration of bedroom sizes to meet current 15

market demands, as determined by the Sec-16

retary and provided there is no increase in the 17

project-based assistance budget authority. 18

(2) The transferring project shall, as deter-19

mined by the Secretary, be either physically obsolete 20

or economically nonviable. 21

(3) The receiving project or projects shall meet 22

or exceed applicable physical standards established 23

by the Secretary. 24
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(4) The owner or mortgagor of the transferring 1

project shall notify and consult with the tenants re-2

siding in the transferring project and provide a cer-3

tification of approval by all appropriate local govern-4

mental officials. 5

(5) The tenants of the transferring project who 6

remain eligible for assistance to be provided by the 7

receiving project or projects shall not be required to 8

vacate their units in the transferring project or 9

projects until new units in the receiving project are 10

available for occupancy. 11

(6) The Secretary determines that this transfer 12

is in the best interest of the tenants. 13

(7) If either the transferring project or the re-14

ceiving project or projects meets the condition speci-15

fied in subsection (d)(2)(A), any lien on the receiv-16

ing project resulting from additional financing ob-17

tained by the owner shall be subordinate to any 18

tion existed before the enactment of the Cran-12

ston-Gonzales National Affordable Housing Act; 13

(E) housing that is assisted under section 14

811 of the Cranston-Gonzales National Afford-15

able Housing Act; or 16

(F) housing or vacant land that is subject 17

to a use agreement; 18

(3) the term ‘‘project-based assistance’’ 19

means— 20

(A) assistance provided under section 8(b) 21

of the United States Housing Act of 1937; 22

(B) assistance for housing constructed or 23

substantially rehabilitated pursuant to assist-24

ance provided under section 8(b)(2) of such Act 25
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(as such section existed immediately before Oc-1

tober 1, 1983); 2

(C) rent supplement payments under sec-3

tion 101 of the Housing and Urban Develop-4

ment Act of 1965; 5

(D) interest reduction payments under sec-6

tion 236 and/or additional assistance payments 7

under section 236(f)(2) of the National Hous-8

ing Act; 9

(E) assistance payments made under sec-10

tion 202(c)(2) of the Housing Act of 1959; and 11

(F) assistance payments made under sec-12

tion 811(d)(2) of the Cranston-Gonzalez Na-13

tional Affordable Housing Act; 14

(4) the term ‘‘receiving project or projects’’ 15

means the multifamily housing project or projects to 16

which some or all of the project-based assistance, 17

debt, and statutorily required low-income and very 18

low-income use restrictions are to be transferred; 19

(5) the term ‘‘transferring project’’ means the 20

multifamily housing project which is transferring 21

some or all of the project-based assistance, debt, and 22

the statutorily required low-income and very low-in-23

come use restrictions to the receiving project or 24

projects; and 25
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(6) the term ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Secretary 1

of Housing and Urban Development. 2

(e) RESEARCH REPORT.—The Secretary shall con-3

duct an evaluation of the transfer authority under this sec-4

tion, including the effect of such transfers on the oper-5

ational efficiency, contract rents, physical and financial 6

conditions, and long-term preservation of the affected 7

properties. 8

SEC. 211. (a) No assistance shall be provided under 9

section 8 of the United States Housing Act of 1937 (42 10

U.S.C. 1437f) to any individual who— 11

(1) is enrolled as a student at an institution of 12

higher education (as defined under section 102 of 13

the Higher Education Act of 1965 (20 U.S.C. 14

1002)); 15

(2) is under 24 years of age; 16

(3) is not a veteran; 17

(4) is unmarried; 18

(5) does not have a dependent child; 19

(6) is not a person with disabilities, as such 20

term is defined in section 3(b)(3)(E) of the United 21

States Housing Act of 1937 (42 U.S.C. 22

1437a(b)(3)(E)) and was not receiving assistance 23

under such section 8 as of November 30, 2005; 24
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(7) is not a youth who left foster care at age 1

14 or older and is at risk of becoming homeless; and 2

(8) is not otherwise individually eligible, or has 3

parents who, individually or jointly, are not eligible, 4

to receive assistance under section 8 of the United 5

States Housing Act of 1937 (42 U.S.C. 1437f). 6

(b) For purposes of determining the eligibility of a 7

person to receive assistance under section 8 of the United 8

States Housing Act of 1937 (42 U.S.C. 1437f), any finan-9

cial assistance (in excess of amounts received for tuition 10

and any other required fees and charges) that an indi-11

vidual receives under the Higher Education Act of 1965 12

(20 U.S.C. 1001 et seq.), from private sources, or an insti-13

tution of higher education (as defined under the Higher 14

Education Act of 1965 (20 U.S.C. 1002)), shall be consid-15

ered income to that individual, except for a person over 16

the age of 23 with dependent children. 17

SEC. 212. The funds made available for Native Alas-18

kans under the heading ‘‘Native American Housing Block 19

Grants’’ in title II of this Act shall be allocated to the 20

same Native Alaskan housing block grant recipients that 21

received funds in fiscal year 2005. 22

SEC. 213. Notwithstanding the limitation in the first 23

sentence of section 255(g) of the National Housing Act 24

(12 U.S.C. 1715z–20(g)), the Secretary of Housing and 25
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Urban Development may, until September 30, 2018, in-1

sure and enter into commitments to insure mortgages 2

under such section 255. 3

SEC. 214. Notwithstanding any other provision of 4

law, in fiscal year 2018, in managing and disposing of any 5

multifamily property that is owned or has a mortgage held 6

by the Secretary of Housing and Urban Development, and 7

during the process of foreclosure on any property with a 8

contract for rental assistance payments under section 8 9

of the United States Housing Act of 1937 or other Fed-10

eral programs, the Secretary shall maintain any rental as-11

sistance payments under section 8 of the United States 12

Housing Act of 1937 and other programs that are at-13

tached to any dwelling units in the property. To the extent 14

the Secretary determines, in consultation with the tenants 15

and the local government, that such a multifamily prop-16

erty owned or held by the Secretary is not feasible for con-17

tinued rental assistance payments under such section 8 18

or other programs, based on consideration of (1) the costs 19

of rehabilitating and operating the property and all avail-20

able Federal, State, and local resources, including rent ad-21

justments under section 524 of the Multifamily Assisted 22

Housing Reform and Affordability Act of 1997 23

(‘‘MAHRAA’’) and (2) environmental conditions that can-24

not be remedied in a cost-effective fashion, the Secretary 25
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may, in consultation with the tenants of that property, 1

contract for project-based rental assistance payments with 2

an owner or owners of other existing housing properties, 3

or provide other rental assistance. The Secretary shall also 4

take appropriate steps to ensure that project-based con-5

tracts remain in effect prior to foreclosure, subject to the 6

exercise of contractual abatement remedies to assist relo-7

cation of tenants for imminent major threats to health and 8

safety after written notice to and informed consent of the 9

affected tenants and use of other available remedies, such 10

as partial abatements or receivership. After disposition of 11

any multifamily property described under this section, the 12

contract and allowable rent levels on such properties shall 13

be subject to the requirements under section 524 of 14

MAHRAA.

The commitment authority funded by fees 16

as provided under the heading ‘‘Community Development 17

Loan Guarantees Program Account’’ may be used to guar-18

antee, or make commitments to guarantee, notes, or other 19

obligations issued by any State on behalf of non-entitle-20

ment communities in the State in accordance with the re-21

quirements of section 108 of the Housing and Community 22

Development Act of 1974: Provided, That any State re-23

ceiving such a guarantee or commitment shall distribute 24

all funds subject to such guarantee to the units of general 25
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local government in non-entitlement areas that received 1

the commitment. 2

SEC. 216. Public housing agencies that own and oper-3

ate 400 or fewer public housing units may elect to be ex-4

empt from any asset management requirement imposed by 5

the Secretary of Housing and Urban Development in con-6

nection with the operating fund rule: Provided, That an 7

agency seeking a discontinuance of a reduction of subsidy 8

under the operating fund formula shall not be exempt 9

from asset management requirements.

vided, That a public housing agency may not use capital 21

funds authorized under section 9(d) for activities that are 22

eligible under section 9(e) for assistance with amounts 23

from the operating fund in excess of the amounts per-24

mitted under section 9(g)(1) or 9(g)(2). 25
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SEC. 218. No official or employee of the Department 1

of Housing and Urban Development shall be designated 2

as an allotment holder unless the Office of the Chief Fi-3

nancial Officer has determined that such allotment holder 4

has implemented an adequate system of funds control and 5

has received training in funds control procedures and di-6

rectives. The Chief Financial Officer shall ensure that 7

there is a trained allotment holder for each HUD sub- 8

office under the accounts ‘‘Executive Offices’’ and ‘‘Ad-9

ministrative Support Offices,’’ as well as each account re-10

ceiving appropriations for ‘‘Program Office Salaries and 11

Expenses’’, ‘‘Government National Mortgage Associa-12

tion—Guarantees of Mortgage-Backed Securities Loan 13

Guarantee Program Account’’, and ‘‘Office of Inspector 14

General’’ within the Department of Housing and Urban 15

Development. 16

SEC. 219. The Secretary of the Department of Hous-17

ing and Urban Development shall, for fiscal year 2018, 18

notify the public through the Federal Register and other 19

means, as determined appropriate, of the issuance of a no-20

tice of the availability of assistance or notice of funding 21

availability (NOFA) for any program or discretionary 22

fund administered by the Secretary that is to be competi-23

tively awarded. Notwithstanding any other provision of 24

law, for fiscal year 2018, the Secretary may make the 25
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NOFA available only on the Internet at the appropriate 1

Government web site or through other electronic media, 2

as determined by the Secretary. 3

SEC. 220. Payment of attorney fees in program-re-4

lated litigation shall be paid from the individual program 5

office and Office of General Counsel salaries and expenses 6

appropriations. The annual budget submission for the pro-7

gram offices and the Office of General Counsel shall in-8

clude any such projected litigation costs for attorney fees 9

as a separate line item request. No funds provided in this 10

title may be used to pay any such litigation costs for attor-11

ney fees until the Department submits for review a spend-12

ing plan for such costs to the House and Senate Commit-13

tees on Appropriations. 14

SEC. 221. The Secretary is authorized to transfer up 15

to 10 percent or $4,000,000, whichever is less, of funds 16

appropriated for any office under the heading ‘‘Adminis-17

trative Support Offices’’ or for any account under the gen-18

eral heading ‘‘Program Office Salaries and Expenses’’ to 19

any other such office or account: Provided, That no appro-20

priation for any such office or account shall be increased 21

or decreased by more than 10 percent or $4,000,000, 22

whichever is less, without prior written approval of the 23

House and Senate Committees on Appropriations: Pro-24

vided further, That the Secretary shall provide notification 25
